In early days a rancher from Oregon 
brought down a herd and put them into 
the mountaifis.. Not half of em 
ever came out. Then cattle were fre- 
quently poisoned in a similar way 
down in the vaileys. No one scen's 
to know what.the poison is. It takes 
effect after rumination only, and not 
when taken into the first stomach.
